U.S. medical officers, in fact, played important roles in 
this comic warfare, and a permit granted to the Berengaria 
on medicinal grounds by a high authority was withdrawn 
by his superior.

Yesterday's report fom Gloucester, 
where there is a smallpox epidemic, 
was that 12 new cases had occurred. 
Bix patients have been discharged from

All the cases in hand are of a mild 
type, and the situation is weli in hand, 

Pn all 210 cases have been notified 
at Gloucester. A disused aerodrome at 
Brockworth has been turned into a 
hospita! and furnished with 100 beds. 

It was stated yesterday that 90 per 
cent. of the people of Gloucester are 
unvaccinated. Three special vaccina- 
tion stations have been opened in 


city. 

Relieved to be traceable to Glouces- 
ter, a case of smallpox has been re- 
ported at Birmingham and another at 
Hereford, Both are of a mild charac- 
ter. 
Gloucester was visited by a terrible 
smallpox epidemic in 1895, whicn reached 
its height two years later. In all there 
were 2,035 cases and 443 deaths. 

The official report of the Ministry of 
Health at the time stated that “Up to 
1886, Gloucester might be described as a 
vaccinated town. fn 1896 a local anti- 
vaccination society was tormed, aad by 
1894 the figures Tor infantile vaccination 
had fallen from 1,095 to only 4. When 
smallpox appeared in 1895 there were 
10,00) unvaccinated children in Giouces- 


ter.

In marked contrast to Gene Sarazen's
